H Is going to cost consld 
erable money to make this move am 
it Is for this reason that Mr. Newman 
Is anxious to borrow the money. 


Would Borrow Money 
His proposition Is that the com 


•pany Issue $15.000 of preferred stock 
drawing G per cent. Interest, ten pe 
cent, of this stock to be retired each 
year.

ter was n small place and that he had 
an outlet for a great many more pairs 
of shoes than he could get help to 
manufacture In a place of this'size.

'He makes a shoe that Is known the 


•world over as the dollar shoo.

'is made In three shapes and one 
grade. 
The making of this shoe In 


one particular style of 
last saves 


thousands of dollars to tho manufac- 
turer. 
This shoe Is sold all over 
the country In large and small'stores. 
The factory at present employs about 
one hundred and fifty hands and not 
over thirty per cent are girls. The 
men make as high ns $20 per week 
and the boys earn $G per week. Mr. 
Newman stated that he would bring 
forty families to Janesvllle before 
he had been running two months.

many young men. Is sacrificed. In a 
vain effort to keep step to the rapid 
music 


There are thousands of young peo- 


ple with flattering prospects, ruined 
ever}' year, because they lack 
the 
courage to go a little 
slower. The 


young man holding a position 
of 


trust and responsibility, who lives lip 
to his income, and never has a dol- 
lar ahead will discover sooner or In- 
ter that the business world, has little 
use for him, except In a subordinate 
position, and he will also awaken to 
the fact that society not only falls to 
appreciate, but Is ready to drop him 
on the slightest provocation 


"Business Is "business" Is an 
old 


maxim, that 
covers a multitude of 


sins. 
A man may be perfectly1 hon- 


est In all his dealings, yet totally des- 
titute of appreciation. 


It requires more than honesty to 


develop well rounded character and 
appreciation Is among the necessary 
quallflcatlons. Men who 
have won 


success through their own efforts are 
proud of the fact that they are self 
wade men. and their children are fre- 
quently reminded, that life fifty years 
ago was neither a dream nor a holi- 
day. 
While this class of men are to 


be commended, yet It is well to re- 
member that every man who wins 
In the struggle of life. Is tinder obli- 
gations to Influences outside of him- 
self. 
The great'brotherhood of humanity

complex relations, men are touched 


at every point. The man 
of today, 


who boasts of his Independence, Is 
the boy of yesterdya.

character dates back to a home where 
character was moulded and safeguar- 
ded.
